Ponrricar.—Last night an enthusiastic and
well-attended meeting of the friends of the
Unton Republican nominees residing in Chester,
Delaware, and Moutgomery counties, forming
1he Seveuth Congressional District, was held at
Eagle, Chester county. Jt took place in an
open fieid, about a quarler of & mile trom the
rulway stution,

On this was erected a platform, which was
tastily decorsted with the natopal colors,
torches, aud bouquets ol evergreen., Delega-
tions from the neighboring villages were preseat
in large force, and these also carried torebes
and wransparencies bearing the names of the
Republican nativual nominees and suitable in-
scriptions, Bauds of music also necompanied
many of these delegatinns, aua the scene pre-
sented wag most inspiriting and epcouraging,

The Republ can Invincibies, of Pailadelphis,
attended iv « body, and were received with en-
thusastic cheerine, They did not arrive, how-
ever, until uearly tem o'clock, owing to an
obsiraction on the railroad, cansed by the eolli-
sion of two Ireight trains vear Radnor Station.
The Invincibles had with them a tine band,
paraded nearly ive hundred men, snd 10oked
remarkably well,

Dr, J, B. Wood, of West Chester, presided at
the meeting, which was eloquently audressed by
Dr. Frank Taylor, James J. Crelgh, Bsq., aod
Benator Worthiogton, of West Chester, and E.
Bpeocer Miller, Bsq., of West Chosler,

Ou the return of the Invineibles to the oity,
they procecded to the residence ol General
Heetor Tyndale, Tenth street, sbove Arch, and
tendered to that gentleman, topether with Gene-
1il Carl Behurz, who was the guest of General
Tyndale, the compliment of & serennde, Gepe-
ral Bchurg, Colonel J. W, Foruey, aud General
Tyndale made u lew remarks, returning thesr
thavks.
